Washington, D. C., Feb. 16.—[Special.}— 
Man for man, gun for gun, and ship for ship, 
the American navy is second to none in the 
world, according to the report of Admiral 
Converse. The report is called forth by the 
many criticisms recently made in magazines 
and otherwise. 

The result of Admiral Converse’s investjga- 
tion Is Made public by Secretary Metcalf at 
the direction of President Roosevelt, who 
fénés much satisfaction in the analysis,which 
he regarcs as an effective answer to the 
critics. 


This report was prepared primarily to sat- 


isfy the president as to the exact state of | 


our naval ships compared with those of 
@ther navies, and its publication Is author- 
meri- 
ean sailors as to the quality of the weapons 
with which they must go into battle. 

While it is regarded as desirable that our 
navy shal! not be underrated abroad andthat 
the American people shall know the cond)- 
tions uncer which their ships were designed, 
i is even more essential, in the judgment of 
the president and the naval officials, that 
the men who are to man the ships shal! not 
have their moral courage sapped or weak- 


_ @ted by the slightest doubt of the fact that 


they have as serviceable and efficient weap- 
ons as the sailors of any other navy in the 
world. ' 

Defects Taken Into Account. 

Another purpose of the publication is to 
make clear (he fact that the voluntary critics 
of our navy have spoken and written in a 
balf light; that the officers who designed our 
ships were aware of many defects of ships in 
foreign navies which have been unduly 
praised as perfect examples of naval archi- 
tecture. In designing our own ships theze

While every effort was made to embody the 
best and most modern native ideas as well as 
those which the experience of foreign navies 
tas shown to be sound.

VERDICT OF GUILTY 
FOR MARIAN GREY 


Jury Convicts “Heart Broker” 


on Charge Made by One 
Customer, Acquits on 
Two Counts. 


MAY MEAN PRISON TERM. 


Matrimonial Agent Asks for New 
Trial and Leaves the City to 
Win Forgiveness of 
First Spouse. 


Marian Grey, affinity finder, was convicted 
in the federal court yesterday of using the 
United States mails to defraud while con- 
ducting the Elgin Searchlight club. The jury 
brought in the verdict at 11:80 o’clock in 
the morning finding her guilty on one count 
and acquitting her on the other two. The 
maximum penalty is eighteen months’ im- 
prisonment and $500 fine. 

The young woman left in the evening for 
Benton Harbor, Mich.. for the express 
purpose of finding and becoming reconciled 
to her first husband, Milo Piper. 

“I will go to Mr. Piper as a convicted fed- 
eral criminal,” she said as she boarded a 
Michigan Southern train at the La Salie 
street station, “and I will ask his forgive- 
ness. “Even though twelve men judged me 
guilty of a crime, he wil not believe it and 
will take me back.” 

It was after deliberations lasting for twen- 
ty-four hours that the jury returned the vor- 
dict in Judge K. M. Landis’ court. Miss 
Grey was acquitted on the charge brought 
by Minnie Coleman of Milwaukee, who as- 
serted she paid $5 for an affinity whom she 
did not secure, and that of Attorney John B. 
Pecket of Bradford, Vt., who asserted Miss 
Grey had offered to furnish him with a 


“soul mate" .for $5, even though he had 
been married for twenty years. 


Grable Charge Her Downfall. 


The charge of which the “ Cupié hunter * 
was convicted was made by William Grable 
of Dearborn, Mo. Grable answered an ad- 
vertisement purporting to be that of a 
wehlithy widow, who was beautiful and 
wished a good husband, even ff poor. Grable 
paid his $5 for an introduction and was mar- 
ried to a Texas spinster, who did not come 
up to the advertised qualification. Although 
eatisfied with his “soul mate,” Grable was 
the principal witness for the prosecution. 

The jury stood ten to two for conviction for 
over twelve hours. In all twenty-eight bal- 
lots were taken. Miss Greyin her picking of 
the jurymen made a correct guess, as the first 
voting resulted in a tie, six for conviction 
and six for acquittal. On the second ballot 
one juryman swung to conviction, making ft 
seven to five, 


Several Won by Concession. 

The next time two men changed an@ the 
vote was seven for acquittal and five for 
conviction. After an hour of argument an- 
other change occurred, this time eight fa- 
voring the conviction of the girl. Two other 
men came over for conviction when the Cole- 
man and Pecket counts were discarded. This 
agreement was reached about 10 o'clock Sat- 
urday night. Two men stoed out for Miss 
Gray until the jury retired at midnight. Six 
ballots were taken during the day Shortly 
before 11 ofclock one man gave up to the ma- 
jority, and a few minutes later the last man 
capitulated, 

Judge Landis in dismissing the jury told 
the members that by fifally arriving at a 
verdict they had earned credit for them- 
selves. It was the kind of a case, he said, in 
which a jury might well have been divided 
into factions. He closed with saying: 

“You are to be congratulated on your in- 
tegrity and sense of duty.”’ 


Marian Grey Shows Nerve. 


Marian Grey, although hysterical during 
portions of the trial, was perhaps the most 
composed person in the courtroom when the 
verdict was returned. Standing by her at- 


i torneys, Grant Newell and John W. Britton, 


she heard the foreman say: 

“We, the jury, find the defendant, Marian 
Grey, guilty as charged in the second count 
of the indictment and not guilty as charged 
in the other counts.” 


Miss Grey turned to Attorney Britton ard } 


said without the slightest quiver in her 
voice. ‘““Now, what do you think of that?’’ 

Her attorneys immediately asked for a 
new trial. Arguments on thts will be heard 
by Judge Landis on March 2. 

Miss Grey, who since the trial opened has 
been living in a boarding house near Su- 
perior and North Clark streets, after a con- 
ference with her attorneys, decided to return 
to her home in Benton Harbor. 


Says It Proves Men Fickle. 

She refused to talk immediately after the 
verdict had been returned, but later In At- 
torney Newell's office In the Temple bulild- 
ing @xpressed her opinion of the action of 
the jury and told what she intended to do 
while waiting for a decision upon her at- 
torney’s motion for a new trial. 

‘* As I said while the jury was out, six men 
would vote for acquittal,’’ she announced. 
“They did. But their action In letting the 
others convince them I was guilty proved 
another assertion of mine—that all men are 
fickle. I do not hold any hard feeling against 
any of them, for perhaps they thought they 
were doing their duty.” 

Miss Grey when she left for Benton Har- 
bor was accompanied by James McDonald, 
the wealthy lumberman who offered to go 
her bonds: her father, D. E. Goodenough, and 
Attorney Britton. 

“ Yes,’ she said, “I am going back to 
Benton Harbor. Mamma is sick and I be- 
lieve I cancheer her up. Then again, I want 
to find Mr. Piper and get him to forgive me. 
Perhaps it will help mea lot in the new trial 
—if I am given one—if the people know I want 
to do what is right. If Mr. Piper forgives 
me I will get a divorce from my second hus- 
band. Jack Washburn, as s00n as possible.” 


Friendly Lawyers Continue Fight. 

Attorneys Newell and Britton, who are 
ecaid to have taken Miss Grey's case out of 
sympathy for the girl without promise of 
financial reward, asserted they would not 
give up the fight for Mise Grey's Hberty. If 
a new triel is denied by Judge Landis it is 
said the United States Court of Appeals will 
be asked to review the case.

MERCHANTS AID MOVEMENT. 


President Clifford W. Barnes Greets 
1,500 in Orchestra Hall. 


A new.religious center in the business dis- 
trict, with a service of a popular character, 
was inaugurated last evening at the first 
meeting of.the Chicage Sunday Evening club 
in Orchestra hall. The idea, which originat- 
ed with the leading officers of the Chicago 
Association of Commerce, represents the 
plan of that organization to make the “great 
central market” as attractive to visitors on 
Sunday as on week days. 

The opening meeting was attended by more 
than 1,500 persons, fully half of them being 
women. There was a large representation 
of the hotel dwellers of the loop district, 
traveling men, to whom a special invitation 
had been extended, and other visitors. And 
here and there in the audience were to be 
seen many a straggier of the pavement who 
had found the promise of Christian fellow- 
ship inviting. After the service scores re- 
mained to make each other’s acquaintance 
in the assembly room of the hall. 

There was an attractive program of music, 
including not only hymns, but such organ 
numbers as Victor Herbert's “‘ Badinage.”’ 
The singing was led by the Marshal! Field & 
Co. Choral society, a company of eighiy 
men and women who are found on week 
days behind the counters of the big depart- 
ment store. 

Merchants Aid Movement. 

In an address of welcome Clifford W. 
Barnes, the president of the club, explained 
that in the work being undertaken the mer- 
chants of the city were trying to add their 
inspiration to the religious life as they have 
to business. 

“The business men of Chicago,” he said, 
‘are proud of the fact that this city is rap- 
fdly becoming the great central market of the 
nation, and certainly nothing has been more 
remarkable in the line of civic development 
than the intense apirit and enthusiasm which 
has been shown in the attainment of this end. 

* We all wish success to the Chicago Asso 
ciation of Commerce and every other body 
which is working zealously to increase the 
material welfare of our city. But just here 
thefe is a danger lest the greatness of our 
zeal and its attendant prosperity lead us to 
forget that there is something more impor- 
tant than material success, that ‘man can- 
not live by bread alone’ and that it is possible 
for one ‘to gain the whole world and lose 
his own soul.’

Many Accomplish Little. 

The Rev. Edgar P. Hill, a professor in the 
McCormick Theological seminary, in a brief 
talk, a sort of informal sermon, pointed out 
the danger of making business or other ma- 
terial things the sole interest in life.

The passengérs started up with Nght hearts 
at 6:30 o’clock, but they landed with dizzy 
brains and their appetites were spoiled. Mr. 
Hall, a department manager for Ginn & Co., 
was giving a dinner to friends. 

Then there was a quick shot upward and 
smiles upon the faces of the occupants were 
supplanted by frowns. They finally spread 
out into cries of dismay as the cage changed 
its course dowmward.

SWEDEN AND RUSSIA CLASH 
AND WAR TALK IS HEARD. 
Trouble Is Caused by the Czar’s Prep- 


arations to Establish a Naval Sta- 
tion Near Stockholm. 


STOCKHOLM, Feb. 15.—The relations be- 
tween Sweden and Russia are decidedly 
strained at present. The tension has arisen 
because Russia insists upon beitne releaed 
from the agreement made when Sweden sur- 
rendered Finland that no naval stations or 
fortifications should be established on the 
Finnish shores, adjacent to Sweden, 

The part taken by Russia in the Norwegian 
integrity treaty and her present attitude on 
the Baltic “ closed sea’ question also have 
greatly irritated Sweden. 

War is feared in Sweden because Russia 
for some time past has been preparing to 
establish a naval station on the western 
shores of Aland island, which is twenty-five 
miles from the Swedish coast and only a few 
hours by steamer from Stockholm. 

It is believed in some quarters here that 
Germany will adopt drastic measures against 
Denmark if this state refuses to join Ger- 
many and Russia against Sweden in the ef- 
forts to make the Baltic a mare clausum.

MORSE ARRESTED ON LINER 


Officers Meet the Former Banker 
Upon His Return from Europe. 


RELEASED ON $20,000 BAIL. 


Financier Denies His Voyage Was 
Flight from Justice. 


New York, Feb. 16.—[Special. )—Charies W. 
Morse, financier and promoter of many large 
commercial combinations, including the so- 
called “ice trust” and a large steamship 
merger, was arrested today when the liner 
on whieh he was returning from Burope 
reached its dock. 

He was immediately taken to the home of 
Justice Victor Dowling of the Supreme court, 
where he gave bonds tn the sum of $20,000 to 
anewer to two indictments charging grand 
larceny and involving the sum of $100,000. 

After being released Mr. Morse went to 
his home, where he later gave out a state- 
ment asserting his innocence. He said he 
would appear before Justice Dowling in open 
court tomorrow and plead not guilty te the 
indictments. , e 

Mr. Morse admitted he had received a wire 
less meseage telling him of the two indict- 
ments found and urging him to return, but he 
said he did not know he wastosuffer physical 
arrest. The appeerance of the three detec- 
tives from District Attorney Jerome’s office 
at his stateroom door took him completely 
by surprise. 

The officers, armed with a warrant, had 
gone down the bay on a revenue cutter. They 
were accompanied by Albert B. Boardman 
and Philip J. Britt, attorneys, and by Ben- 
jamin W. Morse, a son of the financier. Mrs. 
Morse met her husband at the pier, and it 
was in her automobile thet the journey with 
one of the detectives made to Justice 
Dowling’s house. ’ 

Justice Dowling held an informa! court ses- 
sion in his library, Assistant District Attor- 
ney Krasel representing the prosecution. 
The bonds, which were signed by a surety 
company, had been prepared yesterday. 


Morse Defends Himself. 

The statement made by Mr. Morse tonight 
is as follows: 

“T had two purposes in going to Europe. 
I thought I might be able to sell in Eng!and 
property in which I had a large interest 
and thus increase my ability to meet the 
claims of my creditors, and I greatly needed 
a fortnight’s rest. My plans were defeated 
by the publication that I was regarded in 
New York as a fugitive from justice. 

“T had no knowledge District Attorney Je- 
rome contemplated taking any proceedings 
against me, and I therefore did not com- 
municate with him on this subject. About 
six weeks before I left New York, hearing 
that United States District Attorney Stimson 
was considering the evidence in certain 
trangactions between the National Bank of 
North America and myself with a view of 


» 
the possible presentation thereof to the fed- 


eral grand jury, I asked him on the tele- 
phone that I be given an opportunity to ex- 
plain these transactions before any indict- 
ment was found against me. I subsequent- 
ly wrote to the United States district at- 
torney to the same effect. 

“Wot having heard from Mr. Stimson in 
reply to-my request for several weeks, I 
naturally reached the conclusion that he had 
completed his examination and had found 
nothing against me. 


Denies Using an Alias. 

“T 444 not eall in the Campania under an 
assumed name, and made no effort to con- 
ceal my identity. The suggestion has been 
made that I assumed the name of ‘C. M. 
Moore.’ My signature looks as much like 
‘@ M. Moore’ as it does like *‘C. W. Morse.’

Declare Project to Establish 
One Near Two Cemeteries - 
Is a Desecration. 


HALT IS INSISTED UPON. 


Ald. Beilfuss Also Asserts Pro- 
posed Amusement Enterprise 
Is an Outrage. 


Sermons protesting against establishing 
the proposed amusement park in Forest 
Park, adjoining the Concordia andi Waldheim 
cemeteries, were preached yesterday by a 
number of German Lutheran ministers, 

The pastors urged their congregations to do 
all in their power to prevent the threatened 
desecration of the burial grounds, which are 
sacred to more than 70,000 German Luther- 
ans in Chicago and suburbs. The burden of 
their argument was that “ there is a limit to 
the spirit of commercialism.” 

A conference of all German Lutheran min- 
isters of Chicago was called for tomorrow 
afternoon to consider ways and means of 
fighting the amusement park project. The 
meeting wae called by the Rev. Louis Loch- 
ner, pastor of Trinity’ German Lutheran 
church and president of the Concordia Ceme- 
tery association. It will be held on the tenth 
floor of the Powers building, Wabash ave- 
nue and Monroe street. 

In their sermons the ministers defied the 
officials of the Forest Park Fair Grounds and 
Amusement company to show that the resi- 
dents of the village of Forest Park are In 
favor of the project. They pointed out that 
the decent element of the village unanimous- 
ly opposes the amusement park. 


Declares Plan an Outrage. 


“ All decent, moral citigens are against 
this proposition,”’ said the Rev. Mr. Lochner. 
speaking on the sudject intheevening. ‘“* We 
appeal to the moral sense of the people of 
Chicago to aid us in preventing this outrage 
on decency. 

“We don’t’ want to stop anybody from 
making money, but we do object to haviug 
the burial place of our dead loved ones dese- 
crated by an amusement park where revelry 
— liguor drinking will be the order of the 

ay. 

“ The idea is absolutely revolting to people 
of high moral sense and decency. Let the 
park go somewhere else. There is plenty 
of open spaces in Chicago, without estab- 
lishing such a place almost inside of burial 
grounds, where peace and quiet shou'!d 
reign. They say they are so and so many 
feet away from our entrance. That is be- 
side the question. Two cemeteries adjoin 
the grounds of the proposed park and there 
are two more within a short distance of it. 

“ Funerals would have to pass the en- 
trances of the amusement park. The noise 
and music and ribald laughter from the place 
would be heard all over the cemeteries by 
the mourners. If you attended the funeral 
of your mother, your father, your sister, or 
other relative, how would you Hke such a 
thing? ”’

nail,”’ said Ald. Bellfuss, who is chairman of 
the cemetery committee and a member of the 
Concordia Cemetery association from St.

“ It is riot a proper place for an ammsement 
park.

NIGHT RIDERS WHIP 10 MEN; 
KENTUCKY TOWN IN TERROR. 


Band of 300 Invades Eddyville, Fires 
1,000 Shots, Chastises Citizens, and 
Warns a Judge. 


Eddyville, Ky., Feb. 16.—Night riders, 300 
strong, terrorized Eddyville at 1 o'clock this 
morning and whipped Police Judge C. W. 
Rucker, Lesel Woods, former city marshal; 
Press Fralick, who occasionally acted as 
deputy city marshal, and Grace Robertson, 
a saloon porter. Six negroes also were 
lashed. 

None of the victims was known to be 
e:ther active or influential in opposition to 
the furmers’ pooling movement.

More than a thousand shots were fired 
during the course of their stay, but the only 
casualty reported is that of a young woman 
whose face is said to have been grazed by a

The home of Judge Rucker was badly dam- 
aged before the riders were able to get hold 
of him, the walls being riddled with bullets 
and doors and shutters torn off. 

After the whipping had been administered 
the mob awakened County Judge W. L. 
Crumbaugh, and warned him that his tm- 
munity from similar punishment hereafter 
depended entirely on the friendship he was 
expected to show the tobacco growers’ organ- 
ization. He was told that his gray hairs 
alone were responsible for his being spared 
this time.

UNITED POLICE MAKE APPEAL 


Argument Against Reduction of 
Pay Sent to Mayor. 


OFFER OF SACRIFICE MADE. 


Willing to Work a Month for Nothing 
to Avoid a Reduction. 


The United Police, an organization formed 
three years ago, sent to the mayor and alder- 
men yesterday a statement with an argu- 
ment intended to prove the uselessness of a 
decrease in patrolmen's pay. Thestatement 
follows: 

“ We, the committee representing the 
patrolmen of the city of Chicago, respectfully 
submit to you the following statement for 
your consideration: ; 

“While there was expended the sum of 
$3,670,044 in 1907 for 3,391 patrolmen, and 
while the estimated expenditure for 1908 to 
establish the graded system is $4,600,150, or 
an apparent increase of $980,165, yet in real- 
ity the increase necessary to establish the 
graded system is only $565,106 over the ex- 
penditure of last year. 


Decrease of First Class Men. 

“There are 1,299. new patrolmen who are 
entitled to a raise of $186,100 regardless of 
whether the graded system is established. 

“During the year 1907 there were added 
forty first class, eleven second class, and fif- 
teen third class patrolmen whose salaries 
should be deducted from the gross amount, 
but counting the increase they would receive 
under the graded system, $78,900. 

“ During the year 1908 there will be a de- 
crease of 200 first class men on account of 
death, discharge, pension, etc., and they will 
be replaced by fifth class.men at $900 per year, 
thus effecting a saving of $100,000. 


Will Work Month Without Pay. 


“ These three items of $185,000, $78,900, and 
$100,000 make a total of $865,000, which, de- 
ducted from $080,105, leaves a balance of 
$565,105, which is the true net amount of 
increase of 1908 over 1907 required to estab- 
lish the graded system. 

“We do hereby agree, in lieu of a deficit 
in funds to meet the proposed appropriation, 
to sacrifice one month’s salary and to per- 
form our duties for said month as faithfully 
and earnestly as we would if we were being 
fully compensated for same. Said month's 
salary would aggregate for every patrolman 
in the department $414,858. Deducting this 
amount from $565,105, which is the true net 
amount of the increase of 1908 over 1907 re- 
—. to establish the graded system, would 

ave an increase for the year 1908 over 1907 
of the small item of $150)247."’

‘* With regard to rallway cone4ssions in the 
Balkans, Germany ts doing her best to relieve 
the tension between Austria and Russia.” 

- Would Abrogate Agreement. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 16.—Baron Von 

Aebrenthal’s reiteration of the determination 
of Austria to build a railroad through Novi- 
pegar as’a connecting link for the Austrian 
Hine through Bosnia with the Turkish line 
to Salonica and the announcement by the 
German foreign office of its financial support 
to this plan have Jeft no illusions here re- 
garding the fate of the agreement negotiated 
by Emperor Nicholas and Emperor Francis 
Joseph at Muerzteg in 1903. 
’ ‘The Rusegian foreign office believes the 
agreement regarded as already violated in 
spirit should be abrogated. Russia is now 
left a free hand to work out her own policy 
in the near east. _Negotiations are still on 
to induce Austria to withdraw her railroad 
scheme, but no hope of success is héld out on 
cither the Austrian or the Russian side. 


Reform at Standstill? 


VIENNA, Feb. 16.—Notwithstanding of- 
clal assurances that harmony has been re- 
established between Austria and Russia, the 
situation arising from Balkan railway con- 
cessions has not lost its tension. Even should 
the Russian plans for a railfoad from the 
Danube to the Adriatic be carried out with 
the consent of Austria, it is considered here 
that the work of Macedonian reform has 
come to a standstill. 

The government is sensitive under attacks 
of the French and Russian press and ad- 
verse criticism in Great Britain, and will 
not admit that the Russian-Austrian entente 
has become ineffective. The concensus of 
independent opinion, however, is that the 
Muerzsteg scheme practically has disap- 
peared. 


Exaggerated, Thinks Germany. | 
BERLIN, Feb. 16.—The German foreign 
office regards reports of differences between 
the powers, especially Austria and Rus- 
sia, over the Balkan question as exag- 
gerated. The German overnment §re- 
gards the building by Adstria of a rall- 
road line through Novipazar as wholly 
economic and therefore wishes the Austrian 
plan to succeed. Germany, it ts said, con- 
tinues to take but a secondary position in 
the Macedonian question, leaving it to be 
deak with by the powers having more direct 
interests in this part of southeastern Europe. 


Chance for British Action. 

LONDON, Feb. 16.—Leaders of the move- 
ment for Macedonian reform are urging Sir 
Edward Grey, secretary of foreign affairs, 
that the breaking up of the concert of powers 
givee the government an opportunity for 
action which should bring about beneficial 
results. They contend that Great Britain 
is now free to act vigorously. 

The cabinet hae not decided whether Great 
Britain will act independently, but the foreign 
office is formulating a new plan, which will 
be outlined Feb. 25. 

Among the press and public the breaking 
up of the concert ts overshadowed by “ the 
fight for radiways,’’ which Austria started. 
Authorities believe Austria’s action a breach 
of its understanding with Russia, whereby 
these powers agreed not to seek concessions 
without consulting each other. It is be- 
lieved that the action indefinitely postpones 
reforms in Macedonia. 

German Triumph, Says Paris. 

PARIS, Feb. 16.—Rivalry between the na- 
tions on the Balkan question when the pow- 
ers it seems should present a united front to 
compel the porte to apply Macedonian re- 
forms is regarded here as unfortunate. The 
Novipazar-Salonica concession is considered 
of far reaching importance and more of a 
German than an Austrian triumph. as it ex- 
tends Austro-German influence to the Agean 
sea and furnishes the connecting link for the 
Lagdad railway with Asia minor. 


“ROOT A CAT, BRYCE A MOUSE.” 


London Standard Says “Ingenious and 
Unscrupulous” Secretary Plays 
with Ambassador.

LONDON, Feb. 17.—The Standard, in an 
editorial, infers from past experience that 
the semi-official announcement that negotia- 
tions for an arbitration treaty between Great 
Britain and the United States are making 
satisfactory headway means a ‘surrender to 
the United States.

GIFT OF WOMEN’S SOCIETY 


Three Thousand Members of Our | 


_ Lady of Sorrows Parish 
at Ceremony. 


With music. singing. and preaching, with 
stately ceremony and with the solemn 
pontifical celebration of the mass in the 
presence of 38.000 people, one of the 
most beautiful altars in the United States 
Was consecrated to God and dedicateg to the 
blessed sacrament yesterday at the Church 
of Our Lady of Sorrows, Jackson boulevard 
and Albany avenue. 

The church was filled when the ceremonles 
of the consecration began at 10 o'clock in the 
morning. Archbishop Quigley officiated and 
Was assisted by the Rev. Andrew Bauman, 
O. 8S. M., and the Rey. Stanislaus Simonds. 
O.8.M. Among the relics piaced inthe altar 
were some of St. Peter and St. Paul. 

The ceremonies incident to the consecra- 
tion of an altar are witnessed but seldom, 
as an altar must be of solid marble and be 
entirely paid for before the consecration i{s 
permitted. There are not more than half a 
dozen consecrated altars in the 308 churches 
of the Chicago archdiocese. 


Bishop Celebrates Mass. 

At the conclusion of the consecration at 
41:80 solemn pontifical high mass was cele- 
brated by Bishop, Muldoon. The Rev. Pierre 
Gian Grandi was deacon of the mass and the 
Rev. Patrick Condon was subdeacon. Gou- 
nod’s St. Cecelia’s mass was sung by Miss 
Bessie Keane Doyle, soprano: Joseph Belle!, 
tenor, and Edward Hurst, basso, anda cho- 
rus of fifty voices. Prof. Rohnan was the 
organist. The responses were chanted by 
100 altar boys seated within the sanctuary. 
The master of ceremonies was the Rev. Au- 
gustine McGinnis, O. 8S. M. He was assisted 
by the Rey. Jerome De Pincter, O. 8. M. 

When at the close of the mass Bishop Mu!- 
doon turned to give the blessing to the kneel- 
ing thousands it was the papal benediction 
flashed from Rome by cable during the morn- 
ing which he conferred. 

The sermon was preached by Dr. John Cav- 
anaugh, president of Notre Dame university, 
on the sacrifice of the mass. 

“The stately ceremonial of the old law.” 
he said, “‘ was but in a weak way to shadow 
forth the perfect sacrifice and sacrament of 
the new. To theCatholic the importance of

Women Raise Altar Fund. 


The altar was -iven to the parish by the 
ladies of the Altar and Rosary society. The 
$15,000 which it cost was raised by dona- 
tions of ten cents a week for eight rears. 
The altar was designed by William J. Brink- 
man assisted by Augustine O'Callaghan, and 
was made in Italy. The material is Carrara 
marble. It is thirty-one feet high and thirty- 
five feet wide. On the base of the altar 
three beautiful bes-reliefs have been carved 
by Bisanio of Florence. They represent Da 
Vinel’s *‘ Th Last Supper,” “ The Sacrifice of 
Abraham,” and “ The Sacrifice of Melchise- 
dec." Three figures on the upper part ofthe 
altar represent “ Faith, Hope, and Charity.” 
The general style of the altar is Italian re- 
naissance to conform to that of. the church. 

The church was built at a cost of $200,000- 
and it is expected that at least as much more 
will be spent in decorating it. It is modeled 
after the Sistine chapel at Rome. The audi- 
torium, is unobstructed by columns. 


Servites’ Largest Parish. 


The parish is in charge of the Order of the 
Servants of Mary, commonly known as the 
Servite Fathers, and is the largest pamsh 
of the order in America. The prior of the 
monastery at the Church of Our Lady of 
Sorrows is Father Pierre Gian Grandi. The 
pastor of the church is Father Amideus 
Quigley, assistant provincial of the Serv'‘ie 
order in America. Fifty ecclesiastical stu- 
dents of the order came from the House 
of Studies at Granville Center, Wis., to ar- 
tend the consecration. 

Bolemn vespers were sung by the Rev.

MARCH THE HARDEST MONTH 
FOR IDLE AND HOMELESS. 


Lodging House Chief Says Number of 
Unemployed Will Increase and May 
Tax Charity of the City. 


‘March will see the largest number of home- 
less and unemployed men in Chicago, ac- 
cording to James Mullenbach, superintend- 
ent of the municipal lodging house, who was 
discussing the situation last night at The 
Tribune Emergency Lodging house, 59 Canal 
street. 

“Tt has been my experience,” said Mr. 
Mullenbach, “‘ that the demand made for free 
lodging in March is double what it is In 
February. The season for cutting ice has 
ended then and the little money that the 
men have been ablg to make during the sea- 
son hase been exhatisted. 

**l expect during March to see the munict- 
pal institution and The Tribune lodging 
house taxed to their utmost capacity and 
there is likely to be more distrers than we 
have seen this winter, unless preparations 
are made for it.” 

Mr. Mullenbach said that it was the first 
winter in Chicago when the problem of the 
homelese man had been looked after hu- 
manely and scientifically. 

Six hundred men, the most attentive audi- 
ence the players ever saw, they said, attend- 
ed the Sunday afternoon concert at The 
Tribune lodging house. When the three 
young women in the Dickinson quartet en- 
tered the Dullding they were applauded for 
five minutes. They had been there before 
and their music was appreciated. 

The orchestra played several selectiors., 
and Graham Smith, baritone at the So7h 
Park Methodist church, sang several times. 

Vv. H. Li Woods, lecturer for Chicago 
counctl, Knights of Columbus. recited Car- 
dinal Woolsey's soliloquy, from “King Henry 
VIIL."" It may have been a little over the 
heads of the lodgers, but they applauded 
generously. Then Mr. Woods. gave them 
some character sketches in Yiddish and 
German and impersonated four characters 
in a melodrama. All this entertainment was 
furnished by the performers free. It was 
their contribution to the homeless men. 

Frank Myers, the German cook, a lodger 
himself—the real aristocrat of the lodging 
house—sang an Irish song, “ I Will Take Yo. 
Back Again, Kathieen,”’ in a manner that 
gave no evidence of his nationality. Hans 
Hummel, another lodger, played a mediey of 
airs on the piano. 


CHICAGO GAINING IN HEALTH. 


Forty-eight Fewer Deaths Reported 
Last Week than Preceding 
Seven Days. 


Chicago, already the second healthiest city 
in the country, according to statistics, is be. 
coming more robust every week. 

There ,were forty-eight fewer deaths re- 
ported last week than the preceding sever 
days, according to the city hall health de. 
partment’s bulletin, issued last night. 

“Among the Important causes of death,”’ 
said the bulletin, “the impure air diseases 
contribute to the greatest extent to the im- 
provement. Influenga shows the greatest 
reduction. The contagious diseases, how- 
ever, showed an increase of seventeen,”

Labor Federation Condemns Meth- 


ods at the Penal Institutions. 


WANTS WORK DONE BY HAND 
———_—_—,- 
Bridewell Chief Replies That Change 
Urged Is InadvVisable. 


A protest by Typographical union No. 16 
and the orick, tiie, and terra cotta workers’ 
council against the use of machinery in the 
bridewell was adopted yesterday by the Chi- 
cago Federation of Labor. 

This action followed a discussion of a re- 
port of the grievance committee recommer.d- 
ing the removal of machinery from all penal 
institutiong and substituting hand labor for 
the prisdnerm 

The report included a letter from Supt. 
John L,. Whitman and the bridewell inspec- 
tors replying to the labor investigating com- 
mittee that machinery was and 
‘hat work had to be given to prisoners to pre- 
vent ineanity. 


Use of Machinery Denounced. 

“ Machinery tn is ‘the tn- 
terest. of union free labor,” said legate 
Cc. W. Young. “* The bridewell is doing 
the printing for the Municipal courts, the 
state free employment bureau, and the city 
health department. When a printer is ar- 
rested and gets out there at noon they shove 
him inte the printing shop at once so as to 
gel an extra half day's work out of him."’ 

“They have one of the latest pattern brick 
making machines out there also,” said 
Charlies Asmusson. “I understand they are 
going to put in another of the same kind soon. 
We ought to get after this thing and stop it.” 

A resolution introduced by the telegraphers’ 
union was adopted asking congress to pass a 
law requiring the telegraph companies to 
place the filing time on every message and 
legislation designed to prevent the mailing of 
telegrams. <A clause providing for federal 
investigation of all controversies between the 
telegraphers and the companies was stricken 


out, 
Defeat of Strike Reported. 

Delegates from the Stove Mounters’ uniop 
reported defeat of the strike started last 
August, when a demand was made for an 
eight hour day.

A resolution was adopted calling upon 
all affiliated unions to refrain from making 
any contracts with officials of Riverview 
park-and the excursion steamer Theodore 
Roosevelt, both of which are on the unfair 
list of the federation. The resolution de- 
clared that every craft employed by the 
concerns must be union members before con- 
tracts will be made

Resofutions embodying these ideas and set- 
ting out the aspirations of the Taft men of 
Chicago were adopted by the conference, 
There were present Fred W. Upham, member 
of the board of review; Corporation Couneel 
Brundage, ex-Ald. Frank T. Fowler, James

Police Rescue Thirteen Year Old 
Girl in West Side House? 


FOUR ARRESTS ARE MADE. 


Alarm Is Given When Veronica Way- 
lalek Runs to a Telephone. 


In the arrest of six persons in the heart 
of the west side levee district last night 
the police made another attack on the 
** white slave ” traffic. ' 

Two weeks ago Rose Lakens, 16 years old, 
and Veronica Waylalek, 18 years oid, disap- 
peared from their home, 241 West Chicago 
avenue. The police searched for them, with- 
out success. Yesterday Mrs. Waylalek re- 
ceived a telephone message from her daugh- 
ter saying that she, with the Lakens girl, 
were being detained at 266 West, Randolph 
street by Steven Sieliana and Mary Tifford. 

Mrs. Waylalek at once reported the affair 
to the West Chicago avenue police and se- 
Gured warrants for the arrest of the keepers 
of the house. The place was raided aad 
the two girls, with the man and woman, 
were found. 


Girls Tell Their Story. 

According to the story told by the Waylalek 
girl, they were taken to the house by Law 
rence Mescucci, 18 years old, 214 Franklin 
street, and Stanley Lobinski, 20 years old, 
21 Hill street. They had become acquainted 
with the young mer in a 5 cent theater on 
Milwaukee avenue and had@ been persuaded 
by therm to accompany them on a trip down- 
town. Their journey ended at the West 
Randolph street house. 

The girls said that they were not permitted 
to leave the place alone. Yesterday the 
younger girl was in the back room of a saloon 
and managed to reach a telephone without 
any one seeing her. She called her mother 
and their rescue followed. Detectives Pu- 
laski and Hays made the arrests. 

Sieliana and the Tifford woman were taken 
to the West Chicago avenue police station 
and booked, charged with harboring girls. 
Mescucci and Lobinaki were arrested at thetr 
home, charged with assault. Both the gir!s 
were detained until the case is heard in court 
this morning. 


Keepers Refuse to Talk.

CRITICS OF NAVY. 


(Continued from first page.) 


a fight at sea in any weather in which it fs 


of ourships. The question presents the choice 


at all likely for a fleet to engage.” Attention 
is called to four of the Russian battleships 
which were capsized or sunk in the battle of 
the Sea of Japan, al! of which rose twenty- 
seven feet out of the water—higher than any 


of being wellarmed and consequently weight- 
ed lower in the water and being lightly 
armed and setting high out. It is stated to 
be the policy of the American navy “ to al- 
ways have our vessels armed better than our 
opponents.” 

As to the height of gun position, it is stated 
that with the exception of the Indiana and 
Kearsarge classes our ships carry their for- 
ward turret guns generally higher than sim- 
ae ships of the British and Japanese navies, 

‘and im the heights above water of guns 
firing on the broadsides we are noticeably in 
the lead. Finally it may be added 
that to officers who have commanded our 
battleships there seems unanimity of opinion 
that they can, with the possible exception of 
the Indiana and Kearsarge classes, fight their 
batteries in amy sea in which naval actions 
are at alb likely to take place. 

* These opinions of officers who have act- 
ually commanded our ships are, it would 
seem, entitled to greater weight than the 
critics, among whom the loudest and most 
bitter have never commanded a ship and 
therefore can have little, if any, practical 
knowledge upon which to base their errone- 
ous criticisms.’’ 

It is noted that-one of the lessons learned 
from the Russo-Japanese war was that the 
three and six pounder guns were not heavy 
enough to repel a torpedo boat. Asa result 
all our battleships now carry heavier bat- 
teries for such service. : 

In answering the criticism of the position 
of the armor belt intended to protect the vi- 
tals of a battleship, the admiral again re- 
fers to the Russo-Japanese contest. The 
criticisms, he explains, are based upon the 
assumption that vessels will always strive 
to go into action at their deep load draft. 


Defends Kearsarge Type. 


After defending the construction of the 
Kearsarge and Kentucky against criticism 
which has ‘been directed at thé“ exposed 
openings of the gun ports,’’ as the best de- 
signs available at the time these ships were 
built, the admiral has this to say regarding 
the efficiency of these ships in general: 

“No one would claim that these ships 
could engage in battle on terms of equality 
with the most modern battleships, as they’ 
are inferior in size, armor, and armament 
to the latest vessels of our own and foreign 
navies, and to assert otherwise would be 
tantamount to saying that there has been no 
progress made in the art of battleship build- 
ing for twelve years. No commander would 
hesitate to take these vessels into a fleet ac- 
tion, and it cannot for a moment be believed 
but that, with their heavy battery of thir- 
teen and eight inch guns and good armor 
protection, they would give an excellent ac- 
count of themselves, not only against ships 
of about their own date of design, but also 
against any other vessel falling within the 
range of their guns. They are good and ef- 
fective ships, but we do not claim they are 
as efficient ag more recent vessels.” 

A present lack in the supply of torpedoes 
is admitted, due ta the inability of manu- 
facturers to meet the demand. This is to 
be remedied by the completion of a torpedo 
factory at the Newport (R. L.) naval station. 

“We have never hesitated to adopt an 
idea that promised increased efficiency,”’ is 
remarked in this connection. Alb criticisms 
made from time to time, the report says, 
have reached and been considered by the 
board of construction: 

“When the conditions and ciroumestancea 
seemed to merit action by the board, such 
has been invariably taken.” 


New Cruiser Breake Reoord, 

Newport News, Va., Feb. 16—Witth brooms 
at its mastheeds and yarderma, announcing 
that ali records had been swept agide, the 
new armored cruiser North Caroline re- 
turned to the ehipyard today. During its 
third speed test run off the Virginia capes 
the ship maintained am average speed of 
22.48 knots, or forty-eight hundredths of a 
knot in excess of contract speed require- 
ments.

Firemen, Police, and Neighbor-

ANIMAIS LED FROM STALIS. 


Jackson Transfer Company Suffers 
$5,000 Loss from the Fire. 


Firemen and police. assisted by small boys 
of the neighborhood, yesterday rescued 100 
horses from the burning stables of the Jack- 
son Transfer company, 140-146 Forquer street. 
The two hundredth horse perished in the 
basement, where the fire originated. 

The loss on the building and its contents 
was estimated at $5,000. The fire started in 
the basement among a quantity of feed and 
hay, supposedly from spontaneous combus- 
tion, and did not spread from there. Seventy- 
five horses were stabled in the basement and 
125 on the third floor. 

Firemen and policemen led the horses from 
the basement and turned them over to the 
small boys, who led them into vacant lots.

POST GUARD TO FOIL THIEVES; 
DUE TO INDIANAPOLIS SCANDAL 


Theft of Oounty Records, Forgeries; 
and Mutilation of Books Result in 
Big Steal—Fear of Further Crimes. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 16.—[SpecialL]—A 
big force of policemen is guarding the county 
courthouse tonight to prevent further thefts 
of records and to head off any attempt that 
might be made to fire the structure and thus 
conceal a seriea of forgeries that have been 
committed and which have cost the county 
at a conservative estimate not less than 
$25,000. Special officers are on guard in the 
office of the county auditor and at ap- 
proaches to the courthouse. 

The grand jury will convene tomorrow 
morning and Judge Pritchard of t Crim- 
inal court says he will tnatruct it to ¥ake up 
the investigation at once and push it thor- 
oughly into every phase of the thefts. 

Books stolen from the auditor's office 
which contained the stubs of forged warrants 
and which would show on what account 
money was drawn from the county treas- 
ury have not been recovered and no trace of 
them has been found. Canceled warrants, 
however, are in the office and have been 
locked in the safe, and two policemen are 
sitting nearby to prevent the safe from 
being looted. It ts believed that prominent 
men had knowledge of the forgeries, and it 
ie to prevent them from getting at the reo- 
orda that the guard is being maintained.

FLOOD CAUSES DEATH IN FIRE

CHURCHGOERS ARE ROUTED.

Steubenville, O., Feb. 16—Thousands of 
dollars’ worth of property were destroyed 
and one life was lost through fire and flood 
here today.

‘As to the voyage of the American fleet, I 
consider it purely an American affair. 1! 
hear there has been all sorts of ulation 
as to its motives. But I always thought the 
most reasonable one is a naval maneuver on 
a@ grand scale. The United States has flo 
intentions. As we say in our proverb, * Don’t 
forget war in time of peace,’ it must be nec- 
essary even for sucha great country as this 
to ascertain now and then the working ca- 
pacity of its ships and the discipline of its 
men. 

War Talk Unintelligible to Him. 

“ We have no reason to be suspicious about 
the visit of the ships to the Pacific. Japa- 
nese newspapers have been publishing lately 
their decision” to welcome your fleet if it 
should come to Japan. This shows how our 
people regard the cruise. 

“War talk fs utterly unintelligible to me. 
You know it ts well eaid by your famous 
general that ‘war is hell.’ It is now a con- 
current opinion among the best military ex- 
perts of all great powers that war ie more 
hellish than it used to be, owing to scientific 
improvements applied manslaughtering 
machines. A war between two powers like 
ours, in view of the friendship which so long 
has existed betweem them, would be the 
most inhuman event in the world’s history.” 


Baron Takahira’s Career. 


The ambassador, who is 54 years old, began 
his diplomatic career tin 1876 in the foreign 
office at Tokio. After three years he was 
sent to Washington asan attaché to the Jap- 
anese legation, and two years later promoted 
to secretary. In 1882 he went back to Japan 
as secretary in the \foreign office, and three 
years later was transferred to Seoul, Corea, 
as chargé d'affaires. Pakahira came to New 
York in 1892 as consul general. He was next 
made resident minister to Holland and Den- 
mark, later being moved to like positions in 
Italy, Austria, and Sweden. After a short 
term as vice minister of foreign affairs in 
Tokio he came to Washington tn 1900 as 
minister for his country,

LIMITATIONS OF ELECTRICITY. 


Eleciricity has its manifest advantages 
as a motive power. It also has its limi- 
- tations. This truth was wejl illustrated 
» by a/recent experience on the Metropoli- 
tan “L.” Trains came to a sudden 
stop. Passengers were caught between 

stations and kept imprisoned for an hour 
and a half. Somewhere a eable was 
grounded.

in the constitution. Thus the actual limi- 
tation of indebtedness is not 5 per cent, 
but 1 per cent. The limitation is more 
rigorous than it was when the constitu- 
tion was adopted. 

The “fair cash value” of Chicago tax- 
able property last year was $2,389,000,- 
000. The “assessed valuation” is one- 
fifth of that, or $477,000,000. Five per 
cent of that amount, or $23,800,000, is the 
legal limitation‘of the city’s indebtedness, 
exclusive of the outstanding world’s fair 
bonds. While the New York City limit 
on indebtedness is 10 per cent, exclusive 
of indebtedness for purposes of water sup- 
ply—which will be heavy—that of Chi- 
cago is at this moment 1 per cent. © 

The finance committee is struggling 
with the problem of razeeing department 
estimates which are based on the needs 
of the city to make them come within the 
limits of a ridiculously inadequate reve- 
nue. There are permanent improvements 
which are urgently’ demanded, but as the 
bond issuing power is exhausted the 
money that they wilh require will have 
to be taken out of current’ revenues. 
That will mean cutting into appropria- 
tions for the health and fire departments, 
for the cleaning of streets, the removal 
of garbage, and other necessary purposes. 
It is outrageous that the council should 
be put to such straits and the taxpayers 
be forced to pay unnecessarily high taxes 
to secure permanent improvements which 
should be paid for from the proceeds of 
bonds. 

There is no remedy for the immediate 
situation, but the general assembly can 
provide one for the future. It can do this 
with the greatest ease by amending the 
“revenue law so as to make the assessed 
valuation one-half instead of one-fifth of 
the fair cash value. If that were the law 
now the limitation on Chicago indebted- 
ness would be 5 per cent on $1,195,000,- 
000, or 2% per cent on the fair cash 
value. That would be almost $60,000,- 
000, and the city would be enabled to 
issue $36,000,000 new bonds if needed. 
It would be able to renovate the water 
system, which calls for an expenditure 
of $10,000,000, and make it a greater rev- 
enue producer. It would be able to build 
bridges, a city hall, a municipal court 
building, and other public buildings. 

The city cannot possibly get along with 
what amounts to a 1 per cent limitation 
on. bonded indebtedness. The situation is 
preposterous. Conditiong are bad enough 
now, -and they will grow worse year by 
year until the remedy shaN have been ap- 
plied. Property owners who are com- 
plaining of their high tax bills should un- 
derstand that. There should be a united 
appeal to the legislature for release from 
harmful restrictions which it Imposed and 
which it should remove. If the removal 
shall be coupled with a proviso that no 
bonds shall be issued without a popular 
vote no danger :will accompany the in- 
creased power to contract indebtednesa

Now it is the descendants of this Edward 
Swinburne, that is to say, the youngest 
brother of the sixth baronet, and also field 
marshal von Swinburne, who would have 
a claim upon most of the property of the field 
marehal’s son who died last year.

Among the descendants of the sixth bar- 
onet are his grandson, the present Sir John 
Swinburne, the seventh baronet, and his 
other grandson, the famous poet, Algernon 
Swindurne, now 71 years of age, and who 
would undoubtedly have been appointed to 
succeed Lord Tennyson as poet laureate had 
it not been for the radical and downright 
revolutionary opinions.which he professe¢d 
in all political matters, especially with re- 
gard to Russian affairs. 

The present chief of the family is Sir John 
Swinburne, the second of whose three wives 
was an American woman, whose acquaint- 
ance he made during one of his stays in the 
United States as reprerentatfve of the Eng- 
lish holders of Virginia state bonds. The 
baronetcy was one of the first created by 
King James I., dating from 1660, and was 
conferred upon John Swinburne, who had 
previously been the subject of a romantic 
and sensational lawsuit. 

As a child he had been kidnaped, carried 
off to the continent, brought up In a monas 
tery there under a different name, was be- 
lieved to have perished, and when after 
reaching. manhood, refusing to become a 
monk and escaping from the monastery, he 
returned to England to claim his extensive 
estates, he experienced the utmost difficulty 
in establishing his identity.

Not only the British but even the Irish as 
well repose a considerable amount of confi- 
dence in the common sense and in the sound- 
hess of judgment of ‘King Edward, both in 
his capacity as a ruler and as a man of the 
world. That is why people are unlikely to 
hear anything more of what is now known 
as the *‘ Dublin scandal,” connected with 
the disappearance of the jeweled regalia of 
the grand master of the Order of St. Pat- 
rick. 

Even those who were disposed to champion 
the cause of Sir Arthur Vicars In parliament 
have abandoned their project, taking it for 
granted that his dismissal was not a piece of 
official persecution, but a personal act of the 
sovereign, and that he had sound reasons 
for adopting this measure aswell as for the 
peculiar manner in which ft was put into 
execution, since Sir Arthur's office in Dub- 
lin castle was actually locked against him 
by the police. 

Of course it leaves Sir Arthur in an ex- 
tremely disagreeable position. For such 
offices as that of Ulster king at arms are 
held, like commissions in the army and navy 
and dignities at court, at the king’s pleas- 
ure, and there is no redress, either in law 
or in parilament, for removal. It may be 
added that Col. Sir John Ross of Bladens- 
burg, chief of the Dublin police, and Sir 
Anthony Macdorinell, the under secretary of 
state for Ireland, and who was recently in 
this country, have been particularly hostile 
towards Sir Arthur from the outset of the 
affair, and have insisted upon his being dis- 
missed. Sir Anthony is a man of distinctly 
nationalist sympathies, like Lord Aberdeen, 
the lord lieutenant, whereas Sir John Hoss 
of Bladensburg belongs, politically speak- 
ing, to the opposite camp, so that there can 
be no question of any political sentiment in. 
the affair.

Sir Arthur’s successor is Capt. Nevile 
Wilkinson, formerly of the Coldstream 


guards, and a son-in-law of the earl of 
Pembroke and Montgomery, having married 
four years ago Lady Beatrix Herbert, a 
niece of the late Sir Michael Herbert, who 
died as ambassador at Washington and as 
son-in-law of Richard R. T. Wilson of New 
York. The Herbert influence is great at 
court, and it may be remembered that Lord 
Pembroke has filled the office of lord steward 
of the royal household, that is to say, the 
highest dignity of the latter, both during 
the reign of Queen Victoria and more re- 
cently under King Edward. 

The pronounced good will of both the king 
and queen towards Lord Pembroke and to- 
wards his children has undoubtedly weighed 
in the appointment of Capt. Wilkinson, who, 
moreover, is a close and intimate friend of 
Sir John Ross of Bladensburg, having been 
associated with the latter in the compilation 
of a history of the regiment to which they 
had both belonged—namely: the Coldstream 
guards. 

Capt. Wilkinson is quite as much of an 
adept in heraldic and. genealogical lore as 
Sir Arthur, is an etcher of rare skill, and 
designed the beautiful book plates which the 
king and the queen use for their respective 
books.

The singer's 
voice, while still of beauty and as a rule re- 
syonsive to her every wish, impressed us as 
slightly weary, and when it was learned later 
that she had sung Briinnhilde in Philadel- 
phia on Tuesday, Donna Elvira in New York 
on Wednesday, repeated Briinnhilde in New 
York on Thursday, traveled from New York 
to Chicago on Friday, reaching here Satur- 
day forenoon and had given the recital at 
2:30, the reason for certain of her pianissimo 
effects not being attained as perfectly as is 
customary with her was easily explained.

PROTESTS AGNEW HART BILL. 


New York Racing Commission Sends 
Statement to Legislative Committee 
Upholding Present Law. — 


New York, Feb. 16.—{Special.}—The state racing 
commission, composed 6f James Wadsworth, John 
Sanford, and H. K. Knapp, has sent a statement 
to the chairman of the Codes ciOmmittee, before 
which there will be a hearing on the Agnew 
Hart anti-betting bill at Albany on Wednesday 
night. It gays: 

** Prior to the enactment of the racing law horse 
racing, as well as the business of breeding horses, 
was in a precarious condition. It was not until 
the present law was enacted In 1895 that rating 
beaqame a sport so well established and so well 
safeguarded that it rose to the importance of an 
industry and gave occupation to thousands of 
people and indirectly supported the. industry of 
thousands more.’’ 

Summarized, the views of the racing commis- 
sion are: 

The racing st:tute of 1895 has justified the 
promise of its promoters and [ts administration 
has remedied many abuses and has brought about 
great improvement in the character of racing in 
this state. 

The em:ctment of the present proposed amend- 
ments wotld be a serious damage to racing and 
probably terminate racing within a short time. 

The contention that the same penalty must be 
provided for betting at a racecourse on a race 
taking place there as is provided for maintaining 
poolrooms is not sound. There are scores of 
statutes in this state making different penalties 
for the same act when done in different places. 

The present statute is a proper statute of regu- 
lation tin respect to a problem of more or less dif- 
ficulty and it is wiser legislation than would be a 
statute of absolute prohibition under al! cir- 
cumstances.

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BUSINESS MEN CLEAR DEBTS 


Retrenchment Seems to Be Key- 
note-of the Week in Trade. 


STOCK MARKET IS DRAGGING. 


Public Leaves Speculation to Profes- 
sional Trading Element. 


Bome fmprovement im trade confittons ts 
noted here and there. Thie improvement, 
however, appears to be in the nature of fee- 
bie rallies, indicative of dliness rather than 
symptome of convalescence. For the time 
being the genera! business of the country is 
bem on retrenchment and payment of debts. 
Having been caught overexpanded, weakened 
in credit, and with curtailed markets, there 
ie no inducement at this time to consider an 
effort to return to former conditions. There 
must be still further liquidation and recupera- 
tion before there can be any normal resump- 
tion of business. Manufacturers pinched in 
the tight money merket with maturing loans 
which they could not pay, are devoting their 
energy to settling indebtedness instead of 
meking future plans. In thie position they 
are not only encouraged, but almost forced 
by their sources of credit, the banks. The 
latter now are looking for good borrowers, 
but the good borrowers ere not in evidence. 
They are standing still. The poor and over- 
expended borrowers are necessarily crying 
for assistance, which is denied them. They 
will not be heard talking of extension plans, 
but how they can avoid recefversh ips. 


Calls Future a Puzzle. 

A Chicago man of affairs, whose business 
relations are such that he is in touch with 
trade conditions in probably every state in 
the union as well as some foreign centers, 
said « few days ago that while business in 
a retail way had held well, all things con- 
sidered, he could not as yet see far ahead. 
It was a matter of limiting needs with no 
evidence of consequence to indicate what 
turn business affairs might take. 

The money which is accumulating in the 
banks is evidence of the consérvatism which 
obtains among those who have surplus 
means. It is not the insolvent merchant, 
manufacturer, or industrial concern that is 
swelling deposit accounts, and so long as this 
class with means and c refrain from in- 
vesting it in an increased business the unfor- 
tupate can add nothing in the way of sub- 
stantial improvement. 

But those who are optimistic are not calling 
the present situation an evil without any 
compensation. They see in it only a whole- 
some balt and the laying of the foundation 
for a clean slate and a fresh start. 


Criticise Steel Companies. 


The attitude of the United States Stee! cor- 
poration and the other large steel companies 
which are working in harmony with it to hold 
up prices, is frequently pointed out as a de- 
terrent in the general trade situation. The 
railroads and the industries requiring the 
products of the steel concerns find that, al- 
though they are financially poor and unable 
to borrow on favorable terms, because of 
the late crisis, they get no concession in the 
price of things they must buy. In other 
words, with their credit at a low ebb, they 
must pay the prices they did when their 
treasuries were opulent. The Steel corpora- 
tion may be able to hold up its prices and 
profits on what it sells, but {t will by so much 
hold back purchases of materials, and to 
that extent also continue the idleness among 
workingmen. It ig an attitude not hitherto 
abeerved in this couxtry, and its result wil) 
probably be regarded as one of large conse- 
quence in economic matters. 

The sale of New York City corporate stock 
was highly successful and an encouraging 
factor in the financial markets. _It has been 

ken to indicate returning confidence ‘pn 
Wall street and a disposition on the part 
of interests there to help improve public 
seat iment. 

Investors Buy Bonds. 


In bonds generally there has been a good 

investment demand for well known issues 
There is not so great a disposition to encour- 
age new flotations. There is lack of enthu- 
siaem in the stock market. The public ap- 
pears to have curtailed its investments to 
‘but a fraction of the buying that obtained 
In December and November. In this particu- 
lar the pubifc may be characterized as 
shrewd. It has left the speculative mar- 
ket to the professional trading element. The 
latter has met with alternating success on 
the bull and bear side, with gradual lowering 
of price levels. 

The technical posftion is excellent for 
brokers’ offices are bare of stocks and an 
organized demand would easily cause a rise 
in prices, This demand, however, does not 
come from individuals and corporations of 
means, and thus the market drags. 

Impartial observers abroad who are unin- 
finenced by the conditions that have obtained 
here, look upon the present as a passing 
shadow. They see nothing inherently wrong 
with conditions In this country and appre- 
ciate what the last eleven yearsof prosperity 
have done in the matter of building un reserva 
wealth. They can see that the on-coming 
political campaign will be, as usual, disturb- 
ing. but should the country agein harvest 
large crops the end of the year should wit-

Wholesalers Are Encouraged. 


The unusually large number of country 
buyers in the city the last week who placed 
liberal orders for spring goods, and the fact 
that other distributing points reported «a 
large attendance of buyers was a factor in 
creating a more hopeful sentiment. In sev- 
eral instances also large industrial plants 
have taken back large numbers of employés 
laid off @uring the recent depression. All of 
these factors have contributed to the belief 
that the depression will be short lived. 

Practically all lines of seasonable staple 
merchandise have sold well and orders for 
spring delivery now comprise a large total. 
Dry goods, woolens, clothing.of all kinds, and 
boots and shoes have en in particuldriy 
good demand, total salés comparing well 
with the corresponding period last year. 

The movement of freight continued to 
show up poorly compared to a year ago, and 
so far there has been no appreciable increase 
in the manufacturing output, except in a few 
lines. There was a decreased movement of 
grains from the farms, the decline in prices 
checking offerings by farmers and interior 
dealers. 

The iron and steel situation continued to 
show considerable improvement, and orders 
for both rails and structural material were 
noted in larger volume, with good prospects 
of large contracts being placed in the near 
future. The Carnegie Steel company received 
orders in small lots for about 7,000tons. The 
Brie is understood to be in the market fora 
big order of rails. Steel men generally re- 
port a good inquiry for small lots. 

The lumber trade did not show much life 
during the week, although there were fair 
inquiries. Not much change was noted in 
the coal market. Copper prices again were 
cut by the independents last week. 


B. & 0. TO TRY NINE HOUR LAW. 


Company Purposes to Put the Statute 
Into Effect on Entire Sys- 
tem Today. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 16.—[Speciat.]— 
The interstate commerce commission has 
been informed that the Baltimore and Ohto 
railroad purposes to put into effect tomor- 
row, throughout its system the ‘‘ nine hour 
day,’’ which, by its terms, does not become 
operative until March 4 next. 

The law Mmits the hours of service of all 
classes of train operatives, particularly loco- 
motive engineers and firemen, train dis- 
patchers, railway telegraphers, tower men, 
and signal operators. 

Formal applications for an extension of 
time on the nine hour provision have been 
made by several railroads and a hearing 
will be granted by the commission on F'eb. 
27. It igs expected that a proposa! will be 
made in congress for the amendment of the 
law in accordance with the showing made 
before the commission at the hearing. 

Another source of gratification to the com- 
mission is the general complHance of the 
railroads with that provision of the Hep- 
burn act which makes it obligatory upon 
carriers to submit to the commission month- 
ly reports, covering every phage of the oper- 
ation of interstate roads.
